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Clinton addresses state of health-care,

WASHINGTON — Standing before 
Congress for his first State of the 
Union address, President Clinton on 
Tuesday night promised a forceful 


effort to enact health and welfare 


reform, and challenged lawmakers to 
attack the nation’s crime crisis with a 
ban on assault weapons. 

“Our work has just begun,” he 
declared in a speech lasting over an 
hour and was interrupted more than 
60 times by applause, mostly from 
Democrats. 

One danger that still confronts the 
world, he said, is “fanatics who seek 
to cripple the world’s cities with ter- 
ror.” 

In the speech, the president made a 
strong pitch for overhauling the 
nation’s welfare system at the same 
time health-care is reformed. 

His welfare proposal would put a 
two-year limit on benefits, coupling it 
with new education and job training 
programs. 

Clinton said the package also would 
withhold certain benefits to pregnant 
teens. 

“We will say to teen-agers, If you 
have a child out of wedlock, we will 
no longer give you a check to set up a 
separate household,” he said. “We 
want families to stay together.” 

He also promised to go after parents 
who don’t pay their child support. 

“People who bring children into this 
world can’t just walk away,” he said. 

Welfare reform was given added 
emphasis in the speech after Senate 
Finance Committee Chairman Daniel 
Patrick Moynihan of New York com- 
plained about inattention to the prob- 
lem. His committee will handle both 
health care and welfare reform. 

Aides said the White House will not 
introduce a welfare reform bill until 
the spring, after the health care mea- 
sure has made some progress. 

Clearly the centerpiece of Clinton’s 


agenda remained his health-care. plan... 


— which would extend coverage to 
all Americans, largely by requiring all 
employers to pay 80 percent of the 


cost. 

He called for bipartisan support for 
the effort saying, “This year we will 
make history by reforming the health 
care system.” 

Waving a pen in the air, Clinton 
declared: “If you send me legislation 
that. does not guarantee every 
American private health insurance 
that can never be taken away, you 
will force me to take this pen, veto the 
legislation, and we’ll come right back 
here and start over again.” 

He devoted scant attention to for- 
eign affairs in his speech, although he 
underscored U.S. determination to 
support Russia’s struggle with 
democracy and economic reforms. 
And he said his administration was 
determined to build a relationship 


with China, adding “we will insist on - 


clear signs” of human rights improve- 
ments. 

-It was Clinton’s third formal speech 
to Congress — following his speech 
last Feb. 17 outlining his economic 
package and the Sept. 22 health care 
message. 

He began with a joke, referring to 
the last time-he spoke to a joint ses- 
sion and was forced to ad lib for a few 
minutes because the wrong speech 
was in the TelePrompTer. 

“Tm not at all sure what speech is in 
the TelePrompTer tonight,” he said 
with a grin, “But I sure hope we can 
speak about the state of the union.” 

Clinton hailed his first-year accom- 
plishments, including adoption of a 
major deficit-reduction package, a 
free-trade agreement with Mexico and 
Canada, “family leave” legislation 
and the Brady handgun control law. 

The president turned and addressed 
the bill’s namesake, Jim Brady, who 
was sitting in the gallery. 

“Thank you sir for being here,” he 
said. Brady, who was wounded in the 
1981 assassination attempt on then 
President Reagan, waved his cane to 
loud applause.

Last of 1,025 layoff notices to reach | 


affected WordPerfect employees today.

WordPerfect Corp. employees will 
know by today whether they. are 
among the 1,025 employees to be laid 
off. 

In Utah, 875 employees will be laid 
off. The total reduction of employees 
equals 17 percent of WordPerfect’s 
worldwide force. : 

“Because of the intensely competi- 
tive nature of our industry and rapidly 
declining software prices, we must 
continually monitor the effectiveness 
of our internal organization,” said Ad 
Rietveld, president and chief execu- 
tive officer. 

“This reduction in work force is a 
painful process for us, but a step we 
can’t avoid if we are to maintain long- 
term competitiveness,” Rietveld said. 

Although 1993 was a record year, 
revenues have fallen nearly 50 per- 
cent from what they used to be, and 


expenses need to dive at an equal rate, 


said John Lewis, executive vice presi- 


dent. 

Each manager outlined what posi- 
tions were needed in their organiza- 
tion, defined objectives as well as the 
number of employees it would take to 
meet their goals. 2 

Employees’ knowledge and skills 

were evaluated. Those who matched 
available openings fell into job posi- 
tions, Lewis said. 
. Every department and every level of 
management was affected by the 
restructuring process, but the manu- 
facturing department was hit the hard- 
est, he said. 

“It’s one of the most painful 
processes in the world, but we have 
tried to do it right,” Lewis said. 

Employees who are laid off will 
receive 60 days severance pay, and 
have access to career counseling, 
placement services and a full-service 
career resource center. Lewis said 20 
to 25 employers have. already contact- 
ed the company asking how they can 
hire WordPerfect employees. 

Because of the high caliber of 
WordPerfect employees, Lewis said 


most will find opportunities.in the 
industry, either in Utah or.elsewhere. 

Of the 1,025, one-fourth volunteered 
to be laid off, Lewis said. Most volun- 
teers were young or single, and Lewis 
said it was likely that they wanted to 
move on to other opportunities. 

Each employee will meet with their 
immediate supervisor today to find 
out if they will remain with the com- 
pany. oe 

On the whole, everyone has been so 
nervous since WordPerfect first 
announced future lay-offs in 
November and especially the last few 
weeks, that they have had difficulty 
working as productively, said an 
employee who wished to remain 
anonymous. 

“J don’t even know if I’m affected 
yet, but. it does have direct bearing on 
the rest of my life,” the employee 
said. 

Although no one wants to see a co- 
worker leave, in a company where 
one of a 100 applicants are hired, a 
former co-worker should have no 
problem finding a new job.

Title [IX may balance 
Y athletic gender scales

The imbalance between the number 
of men’s and women’s varsity teams 
may force BYU to cut some men’s 
teams, said the associate director of 
men’s intercollegiate athletics. 

Pete Witbeck said that more 
women’s. sports may be added 
because of the limited finances and 
imbalance of the number of teams. 

“(We add teams) based on the need 
to do so, to. have gender equity,” said 
Clayne Jensen, director of men’s 
intercollegiate athletics. “If we aren’t 
(providing enough athletic opportuni- 
ties for women), we will have to add 
some women’s teams.” 

In March 1993, the Denver-based 
Office of Civil Rights sent a three 
man team to review BYU’s compli- 
ance with Title IX, which prohibits 
discrimination in intercollegiate ath- 
letics on the basis of gender by insti- 


_ tutions that receive or whose students 


receive federal aid. 

After the review was completed, the 
Office of Civil Rights sent a list-of 15 
to 20 adjustments the university need- 
ed to make, Jensen said. According to 
BYU’s sports information office, all 
of the adjustments dealt with 
women’s sports. ° 

“We were aware of most of the con- 
cerns that exist,” said Lu Wallace, 
administrator of women’s intercolle- 
giate athletics. “I did not consider the 
things they found as big problems.” 

Although the report concluded that 
“BYU is considered to be in compli- 
ance with (Title IX) regarding athletic 
scholarships and athletics,” it asked 
BYU to research, through a survey or 
questionnaire, if the existing athletic 
program fully accommodates the 
interests and abilities of the under- 
represented sex. 

The Department of Education’s 
Office of Civil Rights required that 
we do the survey, Jensen said. 

BYU Institutional ‘Studies is tabulat- 
ing the results of the survey to help 
determine whether or not the existing 
sports program reflects both male and 
female students’ interests, said Bruce 
Higley, director of Institutional 
Studies. 

“Tt is talking about what students like 

to participate in and recommends 
what other varsity sports be provid- 
ed,” Higley said. 

The survey, which was approved by 
the Office of Civil Rights,: and its 
results are scheduled to be published

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Study shows Americans’ net worth falling 


WASHINGTON — Hard times and sagging real estate values pulled down 
the net worth of American households by 12 percent — that’s nearly $5,000 
apiece — between 1988 and 1991, the government said Tuesday. 

The Census Bureau report also showed that in every category of investment, 


- black families own less than white families. 


Falling real estate values caused much of the $4,849 decline in median net 
worth after accounting for inflation. 

The boom years of the 1980s did little to lift Americans’ net worth. 
Households’ median net worth of $41,472 in 1988, was little changed from the 
$42,934 recorded in 1984. 

Between 1988 and 1991, the net worth of the median white household plum- 
meted $5,796; while the net worth of black households changed little. 

Even so, the nation’s largest racial group is still far ahead. The median white 
household was worth $44,408. The median black household was worth about a 
tenth of that: $4,604. 

The census study shows a college education makes a huge difference in 
wealth. Households headed by people with four years of college or more were 
worth $72,373; those with a high-school diploma, $33,254. 


Life slowly returns to normal in LA — 


LOS ANGELES — Children trooped back to earthquake-battered schools. 
and frightened residents started straggling home from soggy, makeshift setile- 
ments Tuesday as thé city kept creeping toward a warped normality after the 
Jan. 17 earthquake whose death toll rose that day to 61. 

And the city’s 5.6 million commuters refined techniques for threading the 
maze of crumpled concrete, driving long detours, car-pooling and riding the - 
train. : 

Lesson plans gave way to counseling sessions and group discussions as the 
640,000-student Los Angeles Unified School District resumed classes for the 
first time since the Friday before the quake. 

About 65,000 students had no classrooms to return to because 76 schools 
were closed by quake damage. 


Russian reformer resigns over subsidies 


MOSCOW — Russia’s government promised a colossal farm subsidy pro- 
gram Tuesday that seemed likely to set off another punishing round of inflation 
and provoked Finance Minister Boris Fyodorov, Russia’s last aggressive eco- 
nomic reformer, to resign. 

‘Fyodorov, who helped brake big-spending programs like the one announced 
Tuesday, said he’d remain only if Central Bank chairman Viktor 
Gerashchenko, whom he blames for granting inflationary credits to state enter- 
prises, and Agriculture Minister Alexander Zaveryukha, were removed. 

Prime Minister Viktor Chernomyrdin, meanwhile, went to Russia’s agricul- 
tural heartland to unveil a farm program that could cost 100 trillion rubles — 
hundreds of millions of doilars — in the next few years, the Interfax news 
agency said. 

Virtually the only way the government can spend this kind of money is to 
print it — the classic recipe for runaway inflation. 


Gang bill to allow uniforms in schools 


SALT LAKE CITY — Despite questions about the value of individuality and 
the democratic process, the Utah Senate on Tuesday advanced a bill that would 
let schools and districts require students to wear uniforms. 

- Students who don’t have to worry about violence associated with gangs and 
their distinctive colors would have a more productive learning environment, 
said the bill’s sponsor, Sert Howard Stephenson, R-Draper. 

And their parents wouldn’t have to spend big money for fashionable clothes, 
he said. 

- A school or district could impose the requirement with or without parental 
consent, but only after a public hearing. However, parents and guardians who 


disagree could force a “disapproval” election if they present a petition signed: 


by at least 20 percent of the parents or guardians. 

. Stephenson, who heads the Utah Taxpayers Association, said he did not antic- 
ipate a flood of uniform requirements in Utah schools. But he said schools 
where problems are rampant would have the option.

Colombian LDS churches bombed; 2 elders abducteeé

BOGOTA, Colombia’ — Leftist guerrillas 
bombed two Churches of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints and a Coca-Cola bottling factory to protest 
the presence of U.S. army soldiers in Colombia, an 
army Official said. 

Meanwhile, President Cesar Gaviria sent top offi- 
cials to a banana-growing region.of northern 
Colombia, a day after suspected leftist rebels killed 
33 people in Colombia’s worst massacre in: more 
than five years. 

The attacks across Colombia were blamed on a 
loose alliance of leftist rebels that has been battling 
the government for more than three decades. 

No casualties were reported in any of the anti-U.S. 
attacks, which involved rebels from the National 
Liberation Army, one group within the guerrilla 


alliance. 

The worst of the anti-U.S. attacks occurred 
Sunday in the northwestern drug trafficking center 
of Medellin, where rebels blew. up an LDS°Church 
building after forcing out some 120 worshippers, 
police said. 

In the city of Bucaramanga, 185 miles northeast 


of Bogota, the National Liberation Army, known as’ 


the ELN, detonated bombs early Monday at another 
LDS Church and a Coca-Cola bottling company. 

Last week, the ELN abducted two American mis- 
sionaries, Timothy Van Dyke, of Towanda, Pa., and 
Stephen Welsh, of North Platte, Neb. There has 
been no word on their whereabouts. 

“They were attacks by the ELN to protest the 
presence of North American soldiers in Colombia,” 
Gen. Ricardo Cifuentes, commander of the army’s 
Fifth Brigade, told the Caracol radio network

“We are kind of laggards in this 
area,” he said. “There are other states 
that have already passed clean air 
acts.” 

Adams said that if an indoor clean 
air act were passed on a federal level, 
it would probably not hurt business in 
Utah, but he is “opposed to it being 
applied on a state level.”

Arby’s first restaraunt chain to go smoke-free —-

WASHINGTON . — Arby’s Inc. 
will ban cigarette smoking in restau- 
rants it owns, officials said Tuesday 


in one of the broadest anti-smoking - 


steps taken by the fast-food industry 
since a group of state attorneys gener- 
al began pressuring them last year. 

International Dairy Queen Inc. is 
urging its 6,000-plus Dairy Queen, 
Orange Julius and Karmel Korn fran- 
chise holders around the world to ban 
smoking. 

The Arby’s and Dairy Queen 
actions were hailed Tuesday by attor- 
neys general from 17 states who last 
year targeted the fast-food industry on 
grounds that passive exposure to 
smoke harms young customers and 


workers. 


Children account for one-fourth of 
the fast-food market and up to 40 per- 
cent of the industry’s staff is under 
age 18, according to a report by the 
attorneys general. 

Arby’s is the first major chain to 
ban smoking throughout corporate- 
owned restaurants, although thou- 
sands of individual fast-food outlets 
around the nation have banned smok- 
ing, either at the franchise holder’s 
direction-or in compliance with local 
laws. 

“Tt is a terrific thing to see responsi- 
ble corporate leaders stepping for- 
ward doing what is clearly in the best

Attorney General Dan Morales told a 
news conference here after a daylong 
forum on, secondhand smoke in fast- 
food restaurants. 

“We hope that other fast-food fran- 
chises will see that Arby’s presents 
them with a competitive advantage” if 
they continue to allow smoking, said 
Thomas Lauria, a spokesman for the 
Tobacco Institute. “It remains to be

entation seminars. 


Although these credentials may seem like hoops to jump through, they 
are necessary to make sure that anyone wanting to lead BYUSA uebuahy.

The committee does not make any decisions about whether a aie 
was a good director, listened at the seminars, or has outstanding grades; 
it simply makes sure the students have met the minimum requirements. 

But as voters, we must make sure the candidates have met more than 
the minimum requirement. We must make sure they have excelled in 
their previous service at BYUSA or SAC. We cannot be won by shallow 


promises. 


The candidates are running for the two highest offices students can hold 
at BYU. People who have received a title but have not put in the hours 
should not be elected. People who promise to perform in the future but 
have not performed in the past should not be elected. 

We also don’t want to elect anyone just trying to boost their resume.

Laser printed answer and score 
sheets, computer access terminals and 
a music relaxation room are just a few 
additions made in the past year at the 
BYU Testing Center, according to 
Lewis J. (Bud) Wood, manager of the 
Testing Center. 

“The software changes are cheaper 
and faster and the plants and music 
relaxation room provide a nice alter- 
native to an otherwise sterile environ- 
ment,” Wood said. 

Other additions include the accep- 
tance of BYU Signature Cards to pay 
for test fees and a public access termi- 
nal located on the first floor of the 
Testing Center, Wood said. . 

“The terminal provides students 
with test deadlines and they can 
receive their test scores with their 
BYU I.D. and P.I.N. numbers,” he 


added. 

“The laser printing system is more 
efficient because you don’t have to 
wait in line as long and you get your 
scores quicker,” said Tricia Jaquith, 
24, a senior from Provo majoring in 
dietetics. 

“The laser printed answer sheets are 
really nice because the (student) 
information is already printed,” said 
Anne Prince, a senior in zoology frorn 
Salt Lake City who works as a shift 
manager at the Testing Center. 

Prince said she enjoys the music 
relaxation room because she can lis- 
ten to something else other than the 
rustling of papers and other students 
taking tests. 

The Testing Center introduced out- 
of-class testing in 1973, at which time 
the tests were hand-scored, Wood 
said.

Pioneers’ legacy 
honored at fireside

The Army ROTC and National 
Mormon Battalion Inc. (NMBI) 
joined together to honor the memory 
of the Mormon Battalion at a fireside 
Tuesday. 

NMBI is a service organization ded- 
icated to fulfill the promise made to 
the original Battalion by Brigham 
Young that they would be held in 
honor and remembrance, said Paul 
Madsen, former national commander 
of NMBI. 

“The Mormon Battalion set a stan- 
dard and an example for those of us 
who are in the military today,” said 
Lt. Col. Joseph L. Allred, professor of 
military science. 

The Army ROTC was presented 
with the Jefferson Hunt Co. Charter 
of NMBI Tuesday by National 
Commander Donald Abraham. 

Hunt, senior captain of the Mormon 
Battalion’s Company A, and his wife 
made the 2,000 mile trek from 
Council Bluffs, lowa to San Diego, 
Calif. 

The men from the original Mormon 
Battalion were given five days to pre- 
pare for what would become a two- 
year, 2,000 mile journey into the 
unknown. They left their families on 
uncertain terms. 

Madsen said he could not compre- 
hend making such a sacrifice. 

“These men went through hell — 
literally,” Madsen said. 

The Battalion was so hungry that

Obtaining a mandatory Provo bicy- 
‘cle license and buying a quality U- 
lock are two steps recommended by 
the University Police to prevent bicy- 
cle theft. 

-During 1993, the University Police 
received 87 reports of stolen bicycles 
and only 31 of those were recovered, 
said Shannon Dorminey, public rela- 
tions assistant for the University 
Police. 

“If you use a U-lock, you are far 
less likely to have your bike stolen,” 
said Mike Harroun, director of admin- 
istrative services for the University 
Police. 

Harroun said that only in a couple of 
instances were bikes stolen that had 
been locked with a quality U-lock. 

Having the bike registered is helpful 
in the event that it is stolen, said Steve 
Baker, manager of the traffic division 
for University Police. 

“Most kids we’ve apprehended 
appear to be using them for them- 
selves,” Harroun said. 

Detective Gerald Nielsen, 
spokesman for the Orem Department 
of Public Safety, said that about a 
year-and-a-half ago an Orem business 
owner was arrested and pleaded guilty 
to some criminal charges regarding 
bicycle theft. 

“We heard a rumor that he was tak- 
ing loads of bikes to Mexico, but this 
rumor could not be substantiated, y 
Nielsen said. 

This business owner advertised that 
he would pay cash for bicycles, par-

ticularly mountain bikes, Nielsen 
said. 

When kids saw a bike they would 
hop on and take it to him, Nielsen 
said. 

Nielsen said the man’s operation 
came under suspicion when a lady 
recognized a stolen bike in his shop. 
While she was there two children 
brought bikes in, and he paid them 
cash without asking any questions, 
Nielsen said. j 

Nielsen said a large number of bikes 
were seized from this business own- 
er’s possession, but several could not 
be returned to their owners because of 
lack of proof of ownership. 

Although that particular man is out 
of business, Nielsen said, “We do sus- 
pect that a lot of [bikes] have to be 
going somewhere.” 

“If the police stop someone on a 
bike that matches your description, 
having the bike registered helps to 
identify the bike as yours,” Baker 
said. 

An advantage to registering a bicy- 
cle is that, in the event the bike is 
stolen, its serial number and descrip- 
tion can be entered on the national 
crime computer, said Corporal Brad 
Burr, head of the University Police 
bicycle patrol. 

If a stolen bicycle is recovered else- 
where in the country, a record of its 
serial number and description will 
allow it to be traced back to its owner, 
thanks to this service, Burr said. 

“Kids think it’s a hassle but it’s real- 
ly not a big deal,” Burr said. 

Registering one’s bike only requires 
recording the serial number and a 
physical description of the bike, Burr 
said. 

Burr said he is instituting a “big 
push to have our kids register [bikes] 
because it is easier to track them that 
way.” 

Bicycle registration is also required 
by city ordinance in order to ride in 
Provo, Burr said. 

Bicycle owners must pay $1 to reg- 
ister the bicycle in Provo and can do 
so with the Provo City Police or the 
BYU Traffic Office, Baker said. 

Bicycle registration in Orem costs 
$3 and can be done at the city build- 
ing or at the animal control center.

because of the unevenness of the ice, 
but also because of the holes left by 
ice fishers. 

An ice fishing hole ranges from 6, 8, 
10 or 12 inches around if an ice auger 
is used to make the hole; however, if 
a person uses an axe or a pick to cut 
through the ice, the hole can be much 
larger, Mullins said. 

“When my children come down to 
the lake, I won’t let them on it,” 
Williams said. “Although the lake is 
frozen, the lake is never 100 percent 
safe.” 

The park -authorities said they are 


concerned about the current warm 


weather and its affect on the ice. If the 
nights continue to be warmer for 
much longer, the lake will begin to 
thaw earlier than in past years. 

During a normal year the ice will 
begin to thaw in mid-February, but 
this year it may begin sooner, making 
the lake more dangerous than usual, 
Mullins said. 

The most dangerous time to. be on 
the ice is during the early fall months 
and the late spring months when the 
ice is thinner, he said. 

Mullins said most winter accidents 
occur at these times to duck hunters 
and fishers*when their boats capsize. 

“If a boat capsizes in the summer 
there’s not much of a problem, but 
when the water is about 30 degrees, 
that’s another story,” Mullins said. If 
a boat capsizes when the water is that 
cold, hypothermia sets in quickly and 
there is not much time for a rescue, he 
said.

His basketball dream became a 
nightmare at the age of 15 when reali- 
ty set in — Walker was only 6 feet 
tall and 129 pounds. 

Walker then got a job at Johns- 
Manville working in the mail room. 
Less than a year later he became the 
supervisor. But soon after the promo- 
tion, he left the mail room job to take 
a job at the Grand Union Market. 

It was while working at the Grand 
Union Market when Walker made an 
important decision: he decided to fin- 
ish high school. 

Walker went to Theodore Roosevelt

Federal judge rules 

Beatles impersonators 

can’t use band’s name

A federal judge has kicked a band of 
wannabe Beatles off their magical 
mystery tour. 

The judge ruled Monday that an 
Akron, Ohio, group once known as 
“1964 as The Beatles” cannot use the 
Fab Four’s name or likenesses. 

The copycats can perform in 
Beatles’ costume, talk with British 
accents and play Beatles’ songs, said 
U.S. District Judge Robert Echols. 
But they cannot use props or back- 
drops with any likeness to Paul 
McCartney, Ringo Starr, George 
Harrison or the late John Lennon. 

Apple Corps, a British organization 
representing the interests of the 
Beatles, filed.a lawsuit against the 
group after a 1991 concert in 
Kingsport. 

Apple charged that the group care- 
fully copied the original Beatles in 
portraying a typical concert between 
1963 and 1966, even referring to each 
other as John, Paul; George and 
Ringo on stage.

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Incident invokes intramural sportsmanship questions

A BYU student suffered a broken 
jaw as a result of a rare case of vio- 
lence during ai: intramural basketball 
game Friday in the Richards Building. 

“The incident is an isolated case of 
violence that rarely occurs in the 
intramural sports program,” said 
Intramural Assistant Director Phil 
Kelly. 

Kelly said that although occasional 
problems do occur, the role of intra- 
mural sports within the university 
is: important. 

“The students need a program where 
they can participate in sports activities 
just to have fun,” Kelly said. “It pro- 
vides a great balance for a lot of peo- 
ple.” 

Trent McAuley, .a junior from 
Woodinville, Wash., had his jaw bro- 
ken in two places when he was 
punched in the side of the face by 
Scott Merkley, a senior from 
Edmond, Okla. 

According to a report filed by intra- 
mural supervisor Monica Kutchinsky, 
there was an exchange of words 
between McAuley and Merkley at the 
conclusion of the first half of the 
game. 

“T thought it was a little joke 
between two buddies because Scott 
just laughed and walked off,” 
Kutchinsky said. “I continued to pay 
attention to both guys, but nothing 
happened.” 

Kutchinsky’s report stated, “The 


second half started and...a foul. was 
called on Scott. From what the referee 
Ryan Dobbs told me, Scott got upset 
and pushed Trent...” 

According to Kutchinsky’s report, a 
yellow card was then given to 
Merkley, and it was at that point that 
Merkley struck McAuley in the side 
of the face. 

When asked if violence in the intra-

mural sports program was on the rise, 
Kelly replied, “I’ve been here for five 
years, and I don’t think we have any 
more violence now than when I got 
here. 

Kelly said that the intramural offi- 
cials have developed a system that 
they feel helps to prevent violence. 

It involves the use of yellow and 
red cards, each of which carry point 
values and penalties, which are given 


in response to acts of poor sportsman- 
ship like pushing and trash-talking. 

Kelly said that athletes are usually 
eager to change their behavior and 
resume play. 

“We're saying, we're going to give 
you a second chance,” Kelly said. 
“On the next card, you’re out for the 
semester.” 

“In most cases the person who com- 
mits the violence has either had a bad 
day or it is the build-up of two or 
three calls that went against them,” 
Kelly said. 

“There iS also some 
pushing...among players, trash talk— 
they are little things that build up.” 

“You need to have authority figures 
that work well with people,” Kelly 
continued. “If the officials are allow- 
ing the game to get out of control, 
they are asking for trouble.” 

“Officials have got to call a good 
game—they’ve got to stop the game 
when necessary,” Kelly said.

- where he underwent surgery to 


remove a broken molar, set the bro- 
ken bones and wire the jaw to hold it 
closed. 

He expects his jaw to be wired shut 
for six weeks. 

An incident report was taken by 
University Police and an investigation 
is under way. 

At this time no charges have been 
filed, and official action has not yet 
been taken by the intramural office. 


College Football Hall of Fame 
to induct BYU quarterback Nielson

Former BYU quarterback Gifford 
Nielsen will be inducted into the 
College Football Hall of Fame Dec. 6 
in New York City. 

Nielsen will join 13 other inductees 
including halfback Tony Dorsett 
from Pittsburgh and former coach 
Vince Dooley from Georgia. The 
Class of 1994 contains 12 former All- 
Americans and two former head 
coaches. 

The 1994 Hall of Fame inductees 
will be introduced at the National 
Football Foundation in conjunction 
with College Hall of Fame’s 37th 
Annual Awards Dinner. 

Other 1994 Hall of Fame inductees 
include Bob Babich of Miami, 
Steve Eisenhauer of Navy, 
Larry Elkins of Baylor, Pete Elliot of 
Michigan, Tucker Frederickson of 
Auburn, Jerry Groom of Notre Dame, 
John Had! of Kansas, Ozzie 
Newsome of Alabama, Marvin 
Powell of Southern California, Randy 
White of Maryland and former coach 
John Merritt of Jackson State and 
Tennessee State. 

Before attending BYU, Nielsen 
starred at Provo High School in foot- 
ball and basketball. He was named 
Outstanding Athlete in Utah his 
senior year. 

Nielsen continued to play both 
sports at BYU his freshman and 
sophomore years. 

As quarterback of the Cougars, 
(1974-76) he set three NCAA marks 
and surpassed 13 school and 13 
Western Athletic Conference passing 
records. 

In 1976, he was named WAC 
Player of the Year and became the 


first native of Utah selected as an All- 
American. Nielsen was chosen to 
lead teams in the Hula Bowl, Japan 
Bowl, Blue-Gray Classic and Senior 
Bowl, but didn’t play because of a 
knee injury he suffered in the fourth 
game of the season against Oregon 
State. 

Nielsen also excelled in academics 
at BYU. He was a two-time 
Academic Ail-WAC athlete and 
received two academic NCAA 
awards in 1977, including the Post 
Graduate Scholar and Top Five 
Award.’ He received his bachelor’s 
degree in Communications in 
December of 1977. 

Nielsen continued his career in foot- 
ball for six yéars with the NFL’s 
Houston Oilers. 

Although Nielsen hasn’t played at 
BYU for 18 years, he still has a last- 
ing impact on the BYU football pro- 
gram, said assistant BYU football 
coach Claude Bassett. 

“Whenever you hear someone talk 
about Gifford Nielsen, you think of 
the focal point of BYU’s football 
program,” Bassett said. “He led the 
change from being just another col- 
lege team, to being a top-20 force. 
While he was here, he was known as 
the Mormon Rifle.” 

Having Gifford Nielsen chosen to 
be inducted to the College Football 
Hall of Fame helps the overall image 
of, BYU athletes, said assistant BYU 
football coach Richard Felt. 

“Gifford was at the front of a string 
of great BYU quarterbacks,” Felt 
said. “He was very intelligent and ran 
the team with great success.” 

Nielsen is presently the sports direc- 
tor at KHOU-TV, a CBS affiliate in 
Houston, and resides with his family 
in Sugarland, Texas.

The NFL mandated that he would 
have to appear at Super Bowl media 
day and explain why he was so acci- 
dent prone. 

Why, Leon, didn’t you let the ball 
alone on Thanksgiving Day in a blun- 
der that made the Blooper Hall of 
Fame? 

What, Leon, will you do the next 
time you recover a fumble in the 
Super Bowl? Will you do a hot-dog 
dance and have Don Beebe slap the 
ball away again a yard from the end 
zone? 

“It’s time to put it all behind me,” 
whispered Lett, a 6-foot-6er from tiny 
Fair Hope, Ala. 

“T want to get it over with,” the right 
defensive tackle for the Dallas 
Cowboys said. 

It was a snowy Thanksgiving, and 
Lett forgot that a blocked field goal 


produces a live ball only if it’s © 


touched by the defending team. Lett 
did. The Miami Dolphins recovered 
and kicked the game-winning field 
goal as time expired. 

“T got some great letters and | 
answered everyone of them that was 
positive,’ Lett said. “Fans can make 
too much of just one play. I don’t 
want to say what I was thinking. 

“But I thanked God when we beat 


‘the New York Giants, won the divi- 


sion and the homefield advantage. It 
meant I didn’t hurt the team.” 

“T thought I had lost my job,” Lett 
said. “But Coach Johnson told me the 
next day not to worry. That I was still 
one of the guys. “ 

Lett tried to explain what he would 
do if he recovered a fumble Sunday. 
In last year’s 52-17 victory over the 
Buffalo Bills, Lett set a Super Bowl 
record by returning a fumble 64 
yards. The laughs came after Lett 
slowed down and tried to jive his way 
to a touchdown. Beebe came from 
nowhere to slap the ball out of Lett’s 
hands at the 1-yard line and the ball 
rolled out of the end zone for a touch- 
back. 

This summer at training camp, Lett 
said, “I tried to give.the crowd a 
show. I'll never forget what hap- 
pened.” 

Asked again Tuesday, Lett smiled 
and said, “If it happens again, I’m 
going to run like hell. Beebe won’t 
have a chance to catch me.” 

Oddsmakers in Las Vegas have 
made Lett a 200-to-1 shot to score the 
first touchdown on Sunday. 

“He’s ashy guy, a little shell- 
shocked,” said Dallas public relations 
director Rich Dalrymple. “He’s from 
a small college at Emporia State. Not 
many big crowds there.” 

Defensive end Charles Haley 
blamed the media, saying “some of 
them make it look like all he can do is 
fumble the ball. Not that he is fixing 
to become a great player.” 

“I hammered him and told him to 
come out and talk,” offensive tackle 
Nate Newton said. “I told him to get it 
over with. “ 

Only 11 minutes into his interview, 
Lett left.

SALT LAKE CITY — The Utah 
Jazz No. 1 draft pick Luther Wright 
told deputies he was “high on Ritalin 
and marijuana” when he was arrested 
at a highway rest stop. 

Wright, 22, was arrested early 
Monday morning in Tooele County 
and was jailed for 12 hours. He was 
released Monday afternoon. 

Tooele County Sheriff's Sgt. Joe 
Bradshaw said a deputy patrolling 
Interstate 80 about 14 miles from 
Tooele and 15 miles west of Salt Lake 
City was waved down by a motorist 
about 4 a.m. Monday. 

When the deputy stopped, he saw a 
man waving his arms with a five-foot- 
long stick in one hand and what 
appeared to be a leg brace in the 
other, the deputy’s report states. 

Wright started running toward the 
patrol car still waving the objecis in 
his hand. The deputy pulled his pistol 
and again yelled at Wright to stop and

to lie on the ground face down. The 
deputy handcuffed him, searched him 
and took him back to his patrol car, 
his report states. 

Wright was taken to the Tooele 
County Jail and cited for disorderly 
conduct. 

Jazz Director of Operations Scott 
Layden on Monday said the 7-foot-2 
center from: Seton Hall had “an 
adverse reaction to prescription medi- 
cine on Sunday, which he had been 
taking for the first time that morning.” 

According to the deputy’s report, 
Wright said he was high on Ritalin 
and marijuana. 

Although Wright was causing a dis- 
turbance, he did not make any threats 
to anyone, said Tooele County Sheriff 
Don Proctor. ,Once they returned to 
Tooele, deputies called Jazz officials, 
who picked up Wright and posted his 
$100 bond.

Lavadour and his 20-year-old son, 
said Wright had been driving the 
sedan when he pulled into the rest 
area and “started freaking out because 
of the Ritalin he was taking,” accord- 
ing to the report. 

Lavadour, 40, told deputies: Wright 
broke their windshield with his fist 
and punched dents in the roof of the 
sedan. He said Wright had also 
thrown the ignition key somewhere 
out in the weeds. 

Lavadour has a prosthetic aid, 
according to the report, but it is 
unclear if that is where the brace 
Wright was allegedly swinging came 
from. 

When Jazz representatives picked 
Wright up, Proctor said he offered to 
give them what he had assumed was 
Wright’s knee brace. 

“They just said they didn’t want it,” 
the sheriff said. “It wasn’t theirs.” 

Wright’s future with the team is up 
in the air, Layden said. 

“Our first concern is for the person 


and we deal with it from there,” 
Layden said. “We hope he is OK. He 
is under a physician’s care and we'll 
see what that brings.” 

Wright was suspended for a Dec. 4 
game for violating team rules and was 
fined for missing a team flight to 
Minnesota on Dec. 14. 

He missed Monday’s game against 
visiting Seattle.

UVSC reaches across the state with TV classes

Utah Valley State College has 
implemented a revolutionary fiber 
optic broadcast course. where stu- 
dents in the Provo/ Orem area con- 
verse with professors lecturing from 
another location. 

Through the distance learning pro- 
gram, students 200 miles away can 
converse with professors lecturing in 
a classroom. 

UVSC is working with a Provo 
company, TCI Cablevision, to offer 
college credit to students attending 
the high schools involved with 
UVNET fiber optic systems. 

This fiber optic link is running at 
Provo High School. 

It is scheduled to be running at 
Timpview and Independence High 
Schools soon, said Lincoln Fuqua, 
director of the Center for Distance 
Learning. 

The addition of the program to 
Spanish Fork, Alpine, Springville 
and Payson will occur by next fall, 
Fuqua said. 

UVNET also connects UVSC to 
Summit and Wasatch counties 
through a two-way interactive 
bypass microwave network. 

Microwave transmission does not 
have an advantage because it only 
transmits one program at a time, 
while fiber optics transmit many 
programs simultaneously. 

“T thought it (teaching Park City 
students via the microwave network) 
was a really enjoyable experience,” 
said Elaine Englehardt. 

Englehardt is a professor of 
humanities and center director for 
the study of ethics. 

The students in Park City broke in 
any time they had a question, she 
said. 

Even though the interactive tele- 
course was enjoyable, Englehardt 
said the Park City students expressed 
their desire for live instruction. 

They just didn’t want to make the 
drive to Orem. — 

The north end of Utah County uses 
a coaxial system which doesn’t 
allow student interaction. 

Those who have worked with the 
interactive program said that it has 
some unique obstacles to overcome 
before it’s widely used.

The concurrent 
course costs students $12 while the 
telecourses cost $30, said Houston. 

Taking the telecourse is definitely 
cheaper than attending the course on 
campus. A three-hour class at 
UVSC costs $230 and the fiber 
optics courses will cost a maximum 
of $50, said Fuqua.

The battered spouse testimony 
comes from an individual in the situa- 
tion without sources to confer, and 
Julia Hazel is not a credible source of 
information, Hadfield said. 

It is important to “take responsibility 
for ones actions,” Hadfield said. 

Kathy Hazel, Larry’s sister, testified 
on behalf of the prosecution. 

“We (the family) thought they were 
getting along fine,” she said. 
“Everyone has arguments but there 
are other ways out.” 

While trying to contain her sobbing 
Kathy said, “I know Larry was some- 
times hornery because we fought too. 
She should have just left or some- 
thing.” 

Larry’s family said they hoped Julia 
would face punishment for her 
actions. 

“T just feel she should serve time for 
what she has done,” Kathy said. 

Julia Hazel tearfully pleaded her case 
before the judge. 

“No one feels worse about his death 
than I do,” she said. “I did not inten- 
tionally take his life.” 

Julia said she recognized that the 
death of her husband affected many 
people. 

“Tt has been hard for his family, my 
family and the children,” she said. “If 
there was anyway I could apologize 
to the children I would but I can’t 
bring him back. I just think they (the 
children) deserve a future.” ; 

“It is very hard to decide what is 
right and wrong,” she said. “I feel like 
I did the right thing because I did not 
want to die or her (their daughter) to 
die.” 

Julia said she did not plan to murder 
her husband. 

“T did it in fear, not anger,” she said. 
“Tam very sorry.” 

Julia Hazel was sentenced to one 
year in the Utah County Jail and 
$1,850 in fines and fees, with a 36 
month probation period. 

The judge also ordered her to under- 
go an evaluation of mental health and 
comply with the recommendations, 
and to have no contact with Larry 
Hazel’s family. 

Collins called the ruling “better than 
expected” and said Julia Hazel was 
“generally satisfied.” 

“Tt would have been nice to have got- 
ten the Battered Women’s Syndrome 
decided in court but an attorney has 
an obligation to legally protect their 
client, and having considered all those 
factors this was the best course of 
action,” Collins said. F 


Jury reaches 
deadlock in 
Lyle Menendez 
murder trial

LOS ANGELES — Jurors in the 
Lyle Menendez murder trial said 
they were deadlocked Tuesday, and 
a judge ordered them to try once 
more to reconcile their differences. 
They later retired for the day without 
reaching a verdict. ; 

Jurors were given special instruc- 
tions by Superior Court Judge 
Stanley Weisberg to determine the 
nature of the deadlock. After briefly 
resuming their 24th day of delibera- 
tions, they went into recess until 
Friday. : 

The brothers are charged in the 
1989 shotgun slayings of their 
wealthy parents. 

The jury for Lyle’s brother, Erik, 
also declared a deadlock on Jan. 13. 
Weisberg declared a mistrial after 19 
days of deliberations and several 
unsuccesful attempts to prod Erik’s 
the jury into reaching a verdict. 

One of Lyle’s attorneys, Jill 
Lansing, said she thought the 6.6- 
magnitude earthquake on Jan. 17 had 
jolted the jury into giving up. The 
jury had resumed talks on Monday 
after a week’s gap due to the quake.
